Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.—[{Spe- 
cal. J—The senate tonight ratified the 
treaties of peace with Germany, Aus- 
tria, and Hungary, closing the long 
struggle to end the war with the cen- 
tral powers of Europe. It lacks less 
than a month of three years since the 
armistice. 

The vote on the ratification of the 
German treaty was 66 to 20, the yeas 
numbering eight more than the 
requisite two-thirds. The Austrian 
treaty was approved by the same bal- 


- tots. The Hungarian treaty was rati- 


fied, 66 to 17. 

Peace with Germany will become an 
accomplished fact just as soon as the 
formal exchange of ratifications is 
completed, the German reichstag hav- 
ing already given its approval to the 
pact. It is expected that peace will be 
restored with Austria and Hungary 
with almost equal promptness.

KISSES WIFE 


Suicide Bares Jekyll 
and Hyde Life. 


Frederick Shope, owner of interests 
in apartment houses valued at more 
than $100,000, yesterday cofnmitted sui- 
cide in the Alexian Brother’s hospital, 
while his wife, who had brought him a 
tiny pistol a few moments before, was 
kissing him good-by. 

And with his death there came a 
revelation of a Jekyll and Hydelike ex- 
istence which has but few parallels. 

The first of these dual existences 
was Shope, man of means and appar- 
ently prosperous. He was known to 
his neighbers as trustworthy and hon- 
est. He was devoted to his wife, Mrs. 
Madeline Shope, his 14 year old daugh- 
ter Verna, and his 12 year old son, 
Kenneth. He owned the home in 
which he lived and the $60,000 apart- 
ment house next door. His tenants 
say he was an ideal landlord. 

And “ King of Safe Blowers! ” 

His other life was as a criminal, | 
Charles Reiser, the “ King of Safeblow- 
ers.” Henry Barrett Chamberlin, op- 
erating director of the Chicago crime 
commission, said last night that Reiser 
was one of the most dangerous cracks- 
men in the country. ) 

He had been active in this craft for 
@ dozen years. He had been arrested 
for numerous crimes. On half a dozen 
occasions he had battled with the po- 
lice with guns and fists. Once he was 
arrested in the act of “souping” a| 
safe in the Postal Telegraph building. 
At thé time of his death he was at 
Tiberty on $180,000 bonds. And his 
neighbors and friends did not suspect. 

Reiser’s death came as a sequel to 
an underworld feud in which the city’s 
most notorious criminals have taken 
part, police say. Reiser, leader of one 
faction, was a marked man. On the 
night of Oct. 10 an automobile drew 
up in front of his home. The horn 
honked twice. Shope said to his wife: 
“I think that’s somebody I know—I'll | 
go and see.” He opened the door—but | 
it was Reiser who walked down the 
steps and to the sidewalk.

Murder Gift 
Box Reaches 
Hospital Girl 


Six nurses at the West End hospital, 
Monroe street and Hoyne avenue, are 
critically {ll after eating some gift 
candy containing potassium cyanide 


chocolate 
fudge—came through the mail yester- 
day morning. It was containgd in a 
two layer box and addressed to Miss 
Helen Rosenfeldt. After luncheon shé 
opened it and bit into one of the sweets. 

“Hm, this tastes a bit funny,” she 
remarked, passing the box to her sister 
nurses. Alma Dornfeld, Theresa Ihfe, 
Daisy Casey, Lillian Leslie, and a Miss 
Rhule each took a piece. 

Grows Violently Ill. 

Meanwhile Miss Rosenfeldt was bit- 
ing into a second one. Suddenly she 
felt dizzy and grew violently ill. Sev- 
eral other nurses, who were just reach- 
ing toward the box to try the candy, 
stopped short—Jjust in time. 

Immediately the other five women 
became sick. The dining room was a 
scene of panic. Some one rushed to 
summon Dr. Benjamin H. Breakstone, 
head physician. He ordered the girls 
removed to the operating rooms. 

There stomach pumps were applied. 

“We got to them just in time,” de- 
clared Dr. Breakstone last night. “ Po- 
tassium cyanide is a very rapid acting 
pofson and a delay of only a few min- 
utes would be fatal. I am certain that 
all the girls have a good chance of re- 
covery.” 

Postal Agents Notified. 

The hospital made efforts to keep 
news of the poisoning secret. No re- 
port was made to the police, but the 
federal authorities were notified. Pos- 
tal inspectors hurried over and took 
possession of the candy box. 

An attempt was made to get a state- 
ment from Miss Rosenfeldt, but she 
was too ill to talk. Who sent the 
tudge, what motive lay behind the hom-

“Miss Rosenfeldt had been with us 
only a short time, but she appeared in- 
dustrious and happy,” said Dr. Break.

A hurried analysis at the hospital 
showed that the fudge contained red 
pepper and potassium cyanide—the 
same chemical which killed Marion 
Lambert in the famous tragedy at 
Helm woods, Lake Forest. A more 
careful analysis is being made by the 
postal authorities. 


Sender Is Suspected. . 

One of the dttendants made the 
statement that he believed he could 
name the one who sent the candy. 

“There have been some strange 
things come under our observation,” 
said this man, whose name was with- 
held in the interests of the postal in- 
vestigation. “I do not want to give 
out any names, but I believe I know 
the person who had a motive for send. 
ing the poisoned candy.” 

Dr. Breakstone was inclined to dis- 
count this. 

“ At least so far as I am concerned,” 
he said, “ we have not been able to dis- 
cover anything leading to positive 
identification. The attendants may 
have evidence. This will be turned 
over to the postal authorities.” 

Seek Disgruntled Patient. 

In the meantime the investigation 
was extended into the possibility that 
the poison might have been sent by a 
discharged patient with a grudge 
against the West End hospital, or 
some relative of a disgruntled patient. 
A close checking process was begun. 

Dr. Fred E. Miller, one of the staff 
surgeons, declared the discovery of the 
poisoned candy too serious for immedi. 
ate attempt at explanation. 

“TI find,” he said, “that the poison 
compound is the same as that found 
in the Orpet case. This would require 
a good deal of knowledge of the prop- 
erties of poison. There must have been 
some care exercised in the preparation 
of the candy, because there is nothing 
about the appearance of the remaining 
feces to alarm one about to eat it. 
We

The President’s cablegram was in 
reply to one received from King George 
yesterday in which the British ruler 
expressed his appreciation @ the be- 
stowal of the American medal of honor 
on England's “unknown warrior.” 

The President in his message to 
King George said: 

“On behalf of the congress and the 
people of the United States I wish to 
acknowledge with heartfelt thanks 
your generous message. It was with 
deep respect ahd appreciation of the 
superb valor and steadfastness of the 
British land and eea forces and the 
British nation in the war, that Gen. 
Pershing made the gift of the congres- 
sional medal of honor to the unknown 
British warrior. 

“TI now hear with keenest emotion 
ef your desire to confer upon the un- 
known American soldier your highest 
decoration for valor, the Victoria 
cross, that medal which for years has 
denoted recognition of the most self- 
sacrificing patriotic service. 

“Tam sure that the American people 
will join with me in grateful accept- 
ance of this bestowal, so fully ex- 
pressing in this noble tribute the Brit- 
ish appreciation of the high and cour- 
ageous purpose of the young American 
who stood beside your valiant soldiers 
in the battle line on land and sea.

OUST RED FLAG 
BY BERLIN VOTE

BERLIN, Oct. 18.—Berlin’s election 
resulted in great victory for the bour- 
geois parties, which opposed the So- 
cialists and the Communists. This is 
a further indication of Germany's 
trend toward conservatism which 
every election since the republic has 
established and reaffirfned. 

The second important feature of the 
results is the remarkable gains by the 
German Nationalist party, which is 
Germany's extreme conservative mon- 
archist party, members of which were 
accused of @ssassinating Mathias Erz- 
berger, the leader of the Catholic 
party. The party was also accused by 


Chancellor Wirth of fomenting reac- 
tionary monarchist plots. 

Despite these charges and without 
making a special campaign, the ~Na- 
tionalists polled 300,000 votes, as com- 
pared with 188,000 in 1920. c 

Simultaneous with the great swing 
toward the monarchist camp was the 
further breaking up of the Independ- 
ent Socialist party. This party split 
over accepting communism a year ago. 

It has now suffered further losses in 
votes while the Communist party, 
which only last February polled about 
200,000 yotes, mostly from former 
members of the Independents, slumped 
to about 150,000. 

Altogether the Majority Socialists, 
which lost 100,000 votes to the Inde 
pendents and Communists, polled 
about 819,000 votes, while the six op- 
position parties received 835,000 votes, 
thus driving the red flag from the city 
hall, where it had been supreme since 


1918.

We do not know that Mr. Stone and other 
leaders of the five great railroad brotherhoods 
think the support of public opinion essential to 
the success of the threatened strike. We do not 
know that they consider it even important. - But 
if it is worthy of their consideration, we trust they 
will take into account before it is too late the 
virtual certainty that public opinion will be agaiast 
them. 

Naturally the public would never welcome & 
tleup of transportation. But it is by no means 
unfavorable to labor. On the contrary there is a 
zeneral sympathy for any fair effort of labor

Railroad labor was given in 1920 a 22 per cent

In the first place the strike is not really based 
on a wage cut. Technically it is based on the 
findings of the labor board of last July, but that 
reduction had been, in fact, accepted. The strike 
ie directed at a possible cut in the future. The 
railroads have applied for leave to reduce wages 
again. That application may be denied. It may 
be granted to the full extent of the application, 
10 per cent or for any smaller percentage. That is 
still to be determined, yet the brotherhoods pro- 
pose at_once to precipitate upon the already em- 
barrassed railroads and the depressed business of 
the country a general paralysis of transportation. 
They propose to add to the existing uhemployment

Since then the level of commodities has been 
drastically lowered, and even if the second cut 
applied for is granted in full, brotherhood wages 
will fall only to the level, a high level, before the 
on advance of 1920. 

‘The railroad labor represented by the brother- 
hoods is skilled labor, and deserves good pay. It 
gets it, and will have it even if the 1920 raise is 
withdrawn. There has been liquidation and heavy 
sacrifice in every other field of industry. Profits 
have disappeared: The railroads theniselves are 
painfully struggling to escape general receiver- 
ships. It is not unreasonable to ask railroad labor 
to share in a necessary deflation. 

But there is another aspect of the situation 
which is more important than the problem of wage 


adjustment. The strike is here being used against 


the findings of a public agency, the labor board, 
created by national law. The labor board consists 
of representatives labor, the railroads, and the 
public in equal proportion. Its decisions are 
reached after full hearings of all sides and the con- 
sideration of all interests. They are founded on 
ascertained facts and careful deliberation. 

Wie have, therefore, as fair a means of adjusting 
wage and rules controversies peacefully as has 
been devised. If there is a better, it has not yet 
been offered. The proposed strike challenges and 
defies this rational method, and the public should 
not fafl to realize the importance of the issue. It 
should also take note of the significant remark of 
one of the brotherhood leaders, Mr. Stone, who de- 
clares that “the government can prevent a strike 
by taking over the railroads.” 

Is this then the real object of brotherhood tac- 
ties? We know that certain brotherhood heads are 
advocates of government ownership. Is the pur- 
pose of this defiance of the labor board in the 
form of a proposed paralysis of the transportation

~I¢ it is, it deserves defeat. There may be and is 
henest difference of opinion on the policy of gov- 
ermment ownership. There can be no difference 
of opinion among intelligent and loyal Americans 
em the impropriety of bringing it about by force. 
If the people become oonvinced that it is wise to 
pr: Pace government ownership, they may at any 
time accomplish it by appropriate legislation. Bit 
if an interested minority is to embark upon a cam- 
paign to wreck transportation efficiency at the ex- 
penze rot merely of investors but of the general 
public, in order to impose their will upon the 
government and the nation, it must be profound- 
ly resented by every self-respecting citizen. We 
46 not think any such intention could succeed 
in this country, but even an attempt to realize it 
would be a misfortune affecting the whole country.

PASTEURIZING MILK. 
BOUT a year ago this column con- 


gentleman’s scientific experiment, indi- 
_ cated that milk heated quickly to a high- 
_er temperature contained more scurvy 
preventing material tian milk heated 
slowly to 140 degrees and held at that 
temperature for twenty minutes. 

This gentleman did not think his ob- 
servation of much importance, since it 
was so easy to give a baby a little fruit 
juice or tomato juice as well as pas- 
teurized milk and thus gain the ad- 
vantage of the better methods. Milk 
men to whom the question was submitted 
said trade was so well pleased with 
the present method they would not go 
back to the flash method unless they 
were compelled to do so. 


Néw come two ladies connected with 
the University of Iowa willing to take 
the stand in favér of the flash method of 
pasteurization. A. lL. Daniels and R. 
Loughlin fed rats on milk prepared in 
various ways. Those fed by the flash 

thod milk grew and generally thrived 

ter than those fed on milk ' pas- 
teurized by the holding method. Their 
holding pasteurization was done at 150 
to 188 degrees. They found that if milk 
was quickly b t to a boil and then 
quickly cooled it? rates well. If 
‘it was kept at a boil for a considerable 
time it did not serve them so well. 

Evaporated milk was very unsatisfac- 
tory as a nourishing food for rats. 
Sweetened condensed milk was consid- 
erably better than evaporated. Wvaporat- 
ed milk is boiled for ten minutes, then 
evaporated at 130 degrees F. to 140 de- 
grees and finally sterilized at 240 degrees. 
Sweetened condensed is heated to 200 
to partially sterilize and then evaporated 
at 120 to 150. It will be seen that evap- 
oratéed milk is heated to a higher tem- 
perature ani kept there a longer time. 

These ladies investigated further to 
find why milk heated for some time was 
less nOurishing for rats, and presumably 
also for babies. In the first place they 
found that the heating did not change 
the vitamines. Their experiments were 
done with a fat soluble A, water soluble 
B, and anti-neuritic vitamines especially. 
Heat did not lessen or in any way 
change these. 

The casein of the milk was not changed. 
The trouble was with the lime. Pro- 
longed heating was found to precipitate 
some of the lime of the milk and one of 
the most important ingredients of milk 
is lime, 


Now what its the remedy? In com- 
mercially pasteurized milk the thin film 
left in the can or bottle contained this 
precipitated lime. If the can or bottle 
was washed with wat@ and the wash-

WEBER HIS 
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Lucrative Jobs Held Down 
by Family Members. 


BY PARKE BROWN. 


Cook county board of assessors since

This, then, is to be the anti-city hall 
forces’ chief line of attack in the 
suburbs in their effort toward the po- 
litical dethronement of Weber, Coroner 
Hoffman, and County Commissioner 
Busse—the “three kings of the coun- 
try towns.”

On Job Since “ Way Back.” 

Even among “ old timers” Weber is 
a veteran. Away back about 1880 he 
ceased teaching school and became a 
tax clerk in the county treasurer's of- 
fice. Next he was a record writer in 
the Criminal court clerk's office. Then, 
about 1890, he became chief clerk in 
the sheriff's office, a post he occupled 
when he was first elected assessor in 
1898. 

Largely as a result of his long tenure 
of office, Weber has had what even 
his associates regard as more than his 
share of the “ jobs” on the board's pay 
roll. 

The pay roll for the second half of 
September shows the following imme- 
diate relatives of “ Billy ” drawing reg- 
ular salaries: 

L. L. Weber, a son, $300 a month 
as assistant chief cler 

R. B. Berry, a son-in-law, $260 a 
month as head real estate clerk. 

Mrs. Eleanor Wise, a daughter, $180 
a4 month as real estate appraiser. 

J. G. Weber, a brother, $300 a month 
as chief map draftsman. 

In addition the regular pay roll 
shows a senior division clerk. C. J. 
Hanley, who is said to be a relative by 
marriage. And the “extra” pay rol! 
bears the name of C. J. Belcher, 4530: 
North Whipple street, who is said to 
be a relative of Weber's present wife, 
who is his fourth. 


Others on Earlier Rolls. 


But earlier pay rolls are said to show 
the former name of the present Mrs. 
Weber as “E. Moller.” and of her 
daughter, “A. Moller”; her. brother, 
“R. Rolfe,” and her sister, ‘“ Mabel 
Belcher.” 

Frequently the “ extra” pay roll car- 
ried these and similar names, the du- 
ties performed being those of “ extra 
man” at $5 or $6 a day, but “ E.: Mol- 
ler” also was carried as a real estate 
appraiser and as a senior clerk. And 
at least one semi-monthly pay roil 
showed she was paid $70 as “ over- 
time.”

Ornamental plantings, including 
trees, around-Chicagos and suburban 
homes are becoming infested so badly 


with the San Jos€ scale that spraying 
‘has become necessary to save them, 


The infestation is so heavy in somé 
cases that the scales form a solid var- 
nishlike covering~ over the bark of 
twigs and limbs and in some cases 
whole trees are killed. 

The San José scale is the same pest 
that attacks fruit trees. Just as the 
orchardist sprays to hold the scale in 
check, the caretakers of lawns and 
parks should apply spraying materials. 

They cause little trouble when the 


before the scales have become soe 
abundant that they are conspicuous 
on the branches. Some rely on treat- 
ing their trees once a year, usually 
in the spring, but fall and summer 
eprayings have been resorted to in 
many cases because of the rapid spread- 
ing of the scale from tree to tree. 
For best results spray as soon after 
the leaves fall as posxible. The regular 
commercial lime sulphur spray is ef- 
fective. It ..way be used as strong as 
one quart to eight gallons of water
